WINE FROM THE CAPE OP GOOD HOPE, 

The Large Gold Mepal was this Session voted to 
Francis Qollison, Esq. of the Cape of Good Hope, 
for Wine of superior quality, the growth of that 
Colony. 

Half a pipe of Cape wine, in the wood, was sent by Mr. 
Gollison for the Society's examination. The candidate 
states in his letter, dated June 26, 1826, that the wine 
has been made from the pure juice of grapes, the growth 
of the colony of the Cape of Good Hope, without any kind 
of flavouring having been added to it. Above three hun- 
dred pipes of the same quality have been sent by him for 
sale to the London market. 

The wine was examined at the Committee by dealers 
in that commodity, and by other competent judges, and 
was considered by them to be far superior to the Cape 
wines in general. It is free from the unpleasant earthy 
flavour by which such wines are usually characterized, 
and was considered to bear a near resemblance to that 
made at Teijeriffe.
